Tho Storm One of the Severest Ever 


Known—Many Vessels Driven

HALIFAX, N. S., Aug. 31.—Last night's 


t;ale is asserted to be tbo heaviest August 
storm experienced in this region since the dis- 
istrous ono of 1873, and reports of its results 
uon- coming to hand indicate that there will 
bo cause to make it as loug remembered as 
liat of ton yours ago.

Tho glass in tho 
windows of tho mausoleum was also made Iu 
London. These windows represent tho pas 
Eion, death, resurrection, and appearance of 
Christ in bis last days. 


The dean's seat, which will be filled by tho

It has not 
been placed in its appropriate ' position yet 
The pulpit and lectern arc of bronze. Tho 
organ cost $100,000.

A "CATTLE COTTKTBT." 


• The phrase "It is a cattle country" moans 
much more than eastern men suppose. 
To 


western men, and by western I moan west of 
the 100th meridian, it conveys tho impression 
of a country of esrtreme nridness, of rolling 
plains furrowed at -wide intervals by sluggish 
streams of alkaline water. Across the plains 
wavos of heat roll in tho summer, causing 
tho air to tremble, and through which beatod 
medium all objeots are distorted to the vision. 
In tho winter arctic storms swoop out of tha 
north. 'The snow nlos horizontally through 
1jhe air. 
The furious wind drives it into tho 


favlnes, there not being enough vegetation 
on the levels to hold tho snow particles. In 
the cattlo country there aro no trees, no 
good 
water, unless in 
mountain val- 


leys.' 
The' grass 
becomes 
brown 
and 


' dry in late Juno or early July. Every' 
drop. of rain that falls after the grass 
has 
died for want of water, injures 


the feed by washing nutriment out of it. 
This early death of tho grass Is explained to 
strangers in 'on airy manner." The cattle 
breeder indicates an extensive scope of arid 
country with outstretched, sweeping arm, 
and says: "No need for mowing machines 
here. 
Nature makes tho hay. 
No heavy 


work for men in providing feed for tho cattlo 
during tho winter. The grass cures where it 
grow. 
Tho cattle help themselves." Tho 


fa-uth is that on the plains enough grass could 


1 not bo cut on a hundred acros to feed a cow 
through the winter. In the valleys grass can 
bo grown if the land is irregated, and bet- 
tor hay—that .is, more nutritious hay— 
.made than in any of tho eastern .States. 
.-But where cattle are held in herds of-ton, 
fifteen, or twenty thousand, it is- not possible 
to procure hay for them.'

At the present prices much monoy can -bo 


made in raising cattle. But will tho price of1 
beof rule 'as high in the near future as it 'dots. 
now? The high price of beef is .easily ex-;. 
plained by the fact that there have been 
three successive short corn crops;' How does 
tha corn, crop affect the price of .beat!.. As 
corn Is fed to hogs iu tbo western states, a 
bushel makes ton pounds of pork. In the corn, 
country thiyprice of hogs is generally, .'regu- 
lated by the price of corn. lVhen.corn.is> 
worth 25 cents per bushel, hbgs bring about'3: 
oents per pound. When corn is worth 75 
cents per bushel, hogs aro worth aboutHJeonts 
per pound. When a full crop of corn is made, 
after a succession ot poor crops MS sent hogs 
skyward, the farmers see that thoy had bettor 
feed their corn to cattle and hogs. Thoy save 
tha cost' of : hauling to the market towns. 
There, is an over-supply of the grain, and tt« 
price is low. 
. 
• '• 


Tho fate of tho corn crop is kno_wn In early 


August If a general rain falls soon after 
the grain has set on tho cob, the corn crop Is 
made. When this happens, the hog breeders 
instantly increase thoir breeding stock (I have 
doubled my stock of breeding swine after a 
rain), and : In sixteen weeks the farms are 
overrun with young pigs. In twenty, weeks.' 
more ,there:is anothor crop of pigs. : In less 
than a year from the date on which the farm- 
ers were ratisfled that the corn' crop would 
prove to be a fair one, the new crop of hogs 
are-butchered in Chicago and Kansas City. 
The stock of hogs.cun in a year be increased 
from Bcarblty'tb 'over-supply. Just as. soon 
as this occurs, down goes the price of pork 
until it is cheaper than beef, and tho mill- 
ions of people who depend -on their daily 
labor 
for 
their/-food; buy-' the cheap- 


er meat Beef fi^negteoted. ..To sell it the 
price has to be rddricediTUJfalls iiLprice until 
it is comparativoly-aii'-.-Qheap asypork.

A full corn crop reduces the price of moata.

mer. Then the calves are stronganddemand

strength washed 'out by rains. Thu hoifera 
•couT« be saved if their owners tvould ivean 
the calves and allow them to recruit before 
thoicy blasts of winter sift through them; but 
this is seldom done. The calves stick'to their 
dams until the . enfoebled systems o£ the 
cows can no longer supply milk. By this 
time tho nuimals are mero bones encased in a ' 


• rouglrhide. They aro'almost ready to lie 
downand-die. They have lost all ambition, 
all desire to livo. In tho caso of a mature 
cow tho results aro much tho. same. Theso 
animals'aro never in good condition, unless 
;thi>Jgrass lias been of unusual goodness and 
tho winter exceedingly mild. ' Thousands of. 
icoivs die.cvery winter because their owners 
neglected to wean their calves. Onthoplains, 
'tho breeding stock of a herd rapidly disap- 
pears; but they do not disappear from tho 
•herd boots. 
• 


It must not bo believed that all tho land 


represented in bright colors on tho maps o£ 
-the land grant railroads aro grazing lands. 
There ore extensive tracts ot land in tbo west 
that are. romote from water. Theso aro 
grassy deserts. Thcro is a limit to tbo dis- 
tance that' horned stock can travel to and 
,from a range for water. Tho daily drivo of a 
herd of Texas cattle, and they aro by far the 
best travelers.of all cattle, is limited to fif- 
teen miles. Tho animals will about hold 
thoir llesli whon traveling that distanco por 
day. If pushed to twenty miles thoy rap- 
idly lose flesii.. This-boing so,' it is plain that 
native cattle, 
that aro notoriously poor 


travelers, cannot walk more than fifteen 
inilos par day-and kacp in good condition. 
E the-1 fooding grounds aro more than eight 
miles from water, tho cattlo will not grow . 
fat. 
If they aro ten miles from water tho 


animals will loso flesh. The limited capacity 
of stock to travel bars them out of ontousive 
ranges. 


A CGMixa OIUB. 


There Is an act of congress, called tho de- 


sert laud act, under tho provisions oC which 
1,000 acres of hind cau, bo secured. Tho sot- 
tier has to irrigate tho'tract,1 fonco it, and at 
tho end oC three years pay S1.25 por aero for 
It. 
1C was supposed by tlio members of con- 


gress f:-om eastern states that desert land 
would be reclaimed under this act. Tho 
trouble i.i that .-.Jcscrt land is not taken, nnd 
the originators of tho bill did not intend that 
lands actually desert should be taken. Tho 
plan is to claim the oasis o£ thu plnius, the 
natural meadow.-;, to fence and irrigate them 
and thus got possession ol tho hay land-, 
which will in- tho future control the graz- 
ing land. 
Tha lauds located under this 


act always 
skirt 
tho 
rivers, 
and so 


control 
the 
wator,

Qie water the hay lands and all the adjoining 
riiuge. This process of absorbing tho range 
can best bo seen in the valley of tho Arkan- 
sas river. There the river-is fenced for miles, 
and tho process is complete. It can bo seen 
iii various'stages of advancement iu any of 
Bio western territories; in souio but-just cora- 
rheiicud; in. others almost finished, 'fhis law 
was devised -by tho cattlo mon for tho pur- 
pose of-dcfmuamg tbo government out of 
the public grazing lauds. 
Cunningly da- 


vised, it answers .'perfectly. Tho hay lands 
Of the plains and tho mountain valleys, will 
soon bo in the possession o£ men owning 
largo herds.
